The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the maimer in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, tmder 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Boudart et al. (4,851,206). 

Boudart teaches both MoC and Mo2C. The other limitations in the claims are 
process limitations, and therefore they are product by process claims. Product claims 
can be limited and defined by the process, but determination of patentability is based 
on the product itself. Only distinctive properties of the product that are imparted by the 
claimed process limitations are considered with regard to patentability (see MPEP § 
2113). The current claims contain no product limitations other than tfie compound 
formula. Additionally, the process limitations present would not be expected to impart 
distinctive properties over the prior art. The present invention teaches surface area and 
particles size of the carbides, the ranges of which Boudart also teaches.
